OoBtBdexing that it is well 
known to b» the traditional policy of 
thi« government to permit no transfer 
of Hawaii to any other power, it it in- 
oanceiTabte that the Japanawe ambition 
eomI4 run ao far aa to oome into oolli- 
wkn with the United States, but there 
ia no oertain ty on thte acore. 


Aa long at Japan had to deal with 


Hawaii alone and Hawaii aa an icde- 
jw&dexit government ws* responsible to 
otfcar nation* fur ite conduct and its 
liaatj compact*, a situation might easi- 
ly ba tmilt up in which Japan would 
be nominally jcatified in making war 
npon the Pacific republic. Threat* of 
this nature have already been made by 
the Japanese minister at Honolulu. 


H Japan were to make war upon Ha- 


waii, of coarse the result could be easily 
foretold. Hawaii would be at the mer- 
cy of the Japg. As tbe victor Japan 
might demand cession of the island* or 
a part of them, and England cr Russia 
might then take a hand and give diplo- 
matic support to- the justice of her con- 
tention. 


Hbe Hawaiian minister here haa rap- 


plied the itate department with some 
important information concerning the 
policy of Japan. The Japanese are ex- 
ceedingly aggressive, almost impera- 
tive. They have virtually held over 
Hawaii the menace of war if their de- 
mands be not complied with. That the 
present citaation is one of danger to the 
furore of Hawaii and of possible danger 
to the peaceful relations exiting be- 
tween the United States and Japan haa 
been recognized at the state depart- 
ment 


Before £hc*e affairs reached their pres- 


ent critical rtate President MeKinley 
had decided upon the annexation of Ha- 
waii aa a part of his adminiitrativ* 
policy, bat bad thought to defer action 
nQ next winter, Spain's machinations 
with Japan may not have had way im- 
portant influence npon the course which 
*he Asiatic nation bits pursued toward 
Hawaii, but under the circumstances it 
was thought to be the part of prudence 
for the Cuited States to give notice to the 
world as soon as possible that Hawaii 
is soon to become a part of the United 
States, and that therefore any aggres- 
sive. policy toward the little republic is 
really an aggression, in the end, upon 
the United States. 


Another reason for hastening the 


promulgation of the treaty was toe con- 
dition of tbc tariff bill. The Hawaiian 
treaty with the United States was in 
ssriona danger of Tirtcal abrogation by 
the pending tariS bill, or at least the 
vital part of it, tfaat relating to free en- 
try of Hawaiian sugar. The Bepnblican 
senators were unable to agree upon a 
programme concerning this part of the 
tariff bill, and it was felt that if the 
administration proposed to go ahead 
with annexation n^tt winter the whole 
problem might be solved by making 
that fact public at this time. 


These two considerations have led the 


president to hi* present determination. 
It ia not expected anything will be done 
with the treaty at thia*e«aian of con- 
gress, bat the principal points will have 
been gained. These are notice to the 
world thai ia * abort time Hawaii will 
become a part of the United States and 
removal of the Hawaiian sugar duty 
obstacle to quick action upon the tariff. 


Now that the traditional policy of 


tory beyond the sea is about to be bro- 
ken uOvra fey tbc fares cf eirc-j-ustanees 
it will not be a long step to similar ac- 
tion ia reference to Cnba. Hawaii is 
S.CQOmilesfrcai the United States, Cu- 
ba 90 miles.

ticn talk of Hawaii as but the forerun- 
ner of Cuba, and Cuba as a pilot to oth- 
er territorial acquisition in Central 
America, 


In this connection is is interesting to 


note that a recent visitor to Washing- 
ton from Nicaragua says that roost of 
the property owners and men of affairs 
in that country are praying for annexa- 
tion to the United States. Their govern- 
ment- is a worse despotism than that of 
tha czar of Russia ever wan. Human 
liberty and the rights of property are 
not respecr«d by President Zfclaya. Sev- 
o!utions are of frequent: oecnrrciioe. 
The best men in thft oocmtry say there 
is no hope or future far thfni «XRent 
annexation to the United State*.

worth of machinery in California will 
manufacture as much sugar as f 50, 000 
worth will in Nebraska. Still Nebraska 
is doubling her acreage of beets and 
chicory. There is one chicory farm at 
O'Neil, Neb., covering 2,300 acres.

MUSEUM CRANKS. 


i-«ople WT»o Want to DiipoM o 


Valuable Relic*. 


The amateur collector of curiosities 


generally has an exaggerated idea of 
the value of bis treasures. No sooner 
does he get hold of something which he 
considers unique and interesting than 
he fancies that every museum in tbe 
country will jump at the chance of pur- 
chasing it from him. With tbis idea be 
is continually calling npon museum 
keepers and trying to persuade them 
into exhibiting his so called rarities. 


The curator of a popular northern 


museum has been much worried in tbis 
way during the last year or so. Only 
the other week a white haired eld, man 
came to him and showed him a dagger 
which was said to be tbe weapon used 
by King John in stabbing the boy 
Prince Arthur. The dagger was quite a 
modern affair and showed no signs of 
age, but the old man stuck to his de- 
scription strenuously. 


"My dear fellow," he said to the cu- 


rator in patronizing tones, "if you are 
so blind to yonr own interests as to re- 
fuse tbis dagger, it is no concern oi 
mine. It has been in our family for cen- 
turies, and we are descended in a direct 
line from Hubert de Bourg, tbe noble- 
man who refused to allow Princp Ar- 
thur's eyes to be burned out with red- 
hot irons. 
I'll give yon one more 


chance, and if you won't .have it I'll 
take it elsewhere," 


Needless to say, he bad to take it 


elsewhere. 


Another crank drove up to the mu- 


seum gate one afternoon on a dray, to 
which was strapped a big, cumbersome 
writing table. The curator hastened 
ont to meet him and was just in time 
to prevent, him bringing tlse piece of 
furniture bodily into the hall. 


On being asked for an explanation, 


the visitor said he bad decided to pre- 
sent the museum with a priceless treas- 
ure in the shape of a writing table used 
by Sir Francis Bacon. He had been pre- 
serving it for a long time, he said, in 
order that be might write its history, 
which be had at last completed iu a 
manuscript volume of 320 sheets. The 
curator, who is, of oonrse, an erpert, 
examined the desk and declared it to 
be worthless. It had apparently been 
used in a schoolroom until it bad got 
too rickety for service and was then dis- 
pensed with. At any rate, it couldn't 
have been more than 70years old. This 
report was communicated to tbe visit- 
or, who thereupon -took to raving like 
a madman and became so violent that 
he and bis treasure had to be moved 
along by the police.

Uwlt'itakcr \VilJiaiu J. Krlly of St. 


Louis was sumiiiOutH) rvceutly by a re«- 
jdent of tho north < ud to come to his 
rcisitieuov ami lake charge of his wife's 
remains, she having linpposedly died. 
Accompanied by cue of his men Mr. 
Kelly repaired iu the place designated, 
where, iu aa upper chamber, he was 
ehowu the body, still reposing on tb« 
V*d. The family present, consisting of 
the husbaiid said two women, retired 
from tbe room while Mr. Kelly and his 
attendant proceeded to lay out the body 
on a cooling board, preparatory to em- 
balming it. T hu woman was apparent- 
ly some 30 years of age, slight of figure 
and possessed of refined and handsome 
feature*, despite the ravages of con- 
sumption, of which she had fallen a 
victim. 


"As we laid the body on the cooling 


board," said Mr. Kelly, "I was struck 
with tbe lifelike appearance of the face 
of the corpse and the great warmth of 
the body. We hastily and as tenderly 
as possible replaced the body on the 
ted, and I called to tbe family to 
come in, telling them that the woman 
was not dead. I naturally expected a 
scene, tot not so. The two women in 
attendance merely looked at each other 
in a bewildered way and hardly ex- 
pressed any surprise, while the husband 
seemed as little affected. Gathering up 
our traps, we hastily departed, and I 
heard no more of the case until a week 
afterward, when I was again summoned 
by the husband to embalm and bury his 
wife's remains. On this second trip I 
found the body still quite warm, bat 
before proceeding to make an injection 
I allowed the body to become quite cold 
to make sure that death had taken place. 


"Tbe incident has impressed upon 


me," continued Mr. Kelly, "how care- 
ful undertakers should be not only in 
viewing a corpse, but in having reliable, 
sober men in their service, especially 
for embalming. Had a thoughtless, care- 
less or half drunken man been sent oat 
in the first instance on tbis case the 
poor woman would probably have been 
cruelly put to death." — St. Louis Re- 
public.

tional bimetallism, bat by the clear 
and certain method of a multiple 
standard, a unit bated upon the sell 
Ing prices of a nambsr of articles of 
general consumption. A long-time 
contract would thereby be paid at Its 
maturity by the same purchasing 
power as was given In the beginning." 


Jevont, one of the most generally 


accepted of the writers in favor of a 
gold standard, admits the Instability 
of a single standard, and In language 
very similar to that above quoted 
suggests %he multiple standard u the 
most equitable, if practicable. Chev 
alier, who wrote a book in 1858 to 
show the injustice of allowing 
debtor to pay his debts In a cheap 
gold dollar, recognized the same fact, 
and said: 


'•If the value of the metal declined 


the creditor would suffer a loss upon 
the quantity be bad received; If, on 
the contrary, it rose, the debtor 
would have to pay more than he cal- 
culated upon." 


I am on smind and 
scientific 


ground, therefore, when I say that a 
dollar approaches honesty as its par- 
chasing power approaches stability. 
If I borrow a thousand dollars to-day 
and next year pay the debt with a 
thousand dollars which will secure 
exactly as much of ail things as the 
•1,0001 borrowed 1 have paid in hon 
cat dollars. If the money has iu 
creased or decreased in purchasing 
power I have satisfied m; debt with 
die cones t dollars, "While the gov- 
ernment can say that a given weight 
of gold or silver shall constitute a 
dollar, and Invest that dollar with 
legal tender q-atlities, It cannot fii 
the purchasing power of the dollar. 
That most depend upon the law of 
supply and demand, and it may be 
well to suggest that this government 
never tried to fix the exchangeable 
value of a dollar until it began to 
limit the number of dollars coined.

Today the 
trusts believe themselves all the stronger 
as the result of the election aud are 
more in evidence than they have ever 
been before, no longer disguising or 
concealing themselves, hot parading im 
pudently before the country. 


Mr. Williams, therefore, ia right in 


calling the attention of the American 
people to this danger, the gravest that 
threatens then today. The trusts will, 
of course, cry'"Socialism!" the moment 
the public attention is turned toward 
them and a serious attempt is made to 
crush tbem out, but however much En- 
rope has socialism to fear we need have 
no dread of it here, and the people 
have, under onr constitution, the clear 
est right and power to get rid of this 
trust incubus, becoming more burden 
some and intolerable every year. 


The trust malady is steadily spread 


ing to every branch of business, and 
monopoly is becoming more and more 
supreme and universal. Mr. Williams 
notes the many branches in which it 
has entrenched itself and shows at the 
same time how we can get rid of it 
There is a monopoly in land which can 
be somewhat shackled by an inheritance 
tax; a monopoly in 
transportation 


which the people can reach without 
difficulty through their undoubted righ 
to fix railroad and similar rates, anc 
there is the monopoly in trades—the 
trusts, as we know them best—which 
control an entire business, fixing the 
purchasing and selling prices and abso 
lutely dominating every one. 


He calls attention to the fact that the 


government not only has made no snfB 
ciently vigorous efforts to get rid o: 
these vampires feeding upon the peo 
pie, but that it has encouraged, strength 
eced, aided and built them up. It hat 
done so through the tariff, many sec 
tions of which are framed by the trusts 
themselves and eo arranged as to drive 
all competition out of bnsinees, and, un- 
der the pretense of encouraging inven- 
tion, it has, through its patent laws, 
given trusts and monopolies dangerous 
powers, enabling them to still further 
squeeze the public. He cites as samples 
the telephone monopoly and the case of 
the American Cotton company, the lat- 
ter just come into the field under the 
protection of a patent, and which pro- 
poses, as Senator McEnery showed in 
his great speech the other day, to con- 
trol if not monopolize the cotton prod- 
uct of this country and reap a rich 
harvest from the farmers and producers. 


We feel the tyranny and spoliation of 


these trusts and monopolies which have 
fastened themselves on us, but this is 
not the worst evil from them. They 
have corrupted our politics and are en- 
deavoring to corrupt the people. "They 
are," says Mr Williams, "the instru- 
ments of corruption and intimidation. 
They have penetrated our legislatures, 
national, state and local, until the peo- 
ple feel helpless to resist tbem, and the 
pessimist already announces that our 
institutions have failed. From north to 
south people stand aghast at the sub- 
jection even of reputable legislators to 
tho mighty powers which rear them- 
selves above law and order. The very 
corporations which government creates 
are the worst corrnpters of government. 


"The return of the monopolies to 


plague the legislatures which created 
them illustrates how violation* of the 
principles of liberty bring their sure 
retribution. Oar people must awaken to 
the. fact that monopoly has a stronger 
hand iu tho lawnuiking of our country 
than have tho millions of thn people 
who rnnst, obey the laws. Money com- 
mands talent aud can subjugate the 
weak aud purchase the venal." 


These are strong words, hut who will 


bcrs of onr congress fighting for tho 
trusts in senate ami house, their open if 
not paid advocates mid agents? 


Mr. Williams believes that the people 


will bo triumphant i;i the end and crush 
them trust it and monopolies, and so do 
wo, bnt horiix-s wen m calling the peo- 
ple to «nus fnr this grriit Mrujtgle. It 
will take brave men to lead them to 
victory; it will sal;* it long fight to 
nruxh out these enemies of onr institu- 
tions, and therefore tho sooner the !)»»- 
tie in begun the beltur, for the toouvr 
th« victory wiJI ts.

Drydook* For the N»vy Needed. 


"Congress had better stop building 


battleships and begin building dry- 
docks," was the ringing expression of 
Eepresentative Amos Cnmmings during 
the recent debate in the bouse on the 
proposition to appropriate f 100,000 to 
repair the Brooklyn drydock. 


Mr. Cummings called attention to the 


lamentable weakness of this country in 
facilities for the repair of our battle- 
ships. 


He said that whereas in the single 


port of Portsmouth, England, there were 
31 stone drydocks into which English 
ships could be taken for repairs the en- 
tire equipment of the United States on 
the Atlantic coast was one timber dry- 
dock, and that one so badly out of re- 
pair that it was useless, and that ou the 
Pacific coast there was also but one sin- 
gle timber drydock. 


In the event of a war with any mari- 


time nation, such as Japan or Spain, 
the United States would be practically 
helpless in its ability to repair war- 
ships.—New York World.

It is now possible to throw more light 


upon* the Cuban policy of Preside at ito- 
Kinley. 


That the president is going ahead to- 


ward a eolutioa cf the Cuban problem 
that will in the end be a teal solution 
wad not a mere diplomatic play de- 
stoned to gain scare creait far. the ad- 
ministration' without actually relieving 
Cuba of _hej; troubles) s uow well (settled. 


President MeKinley, is doing his work 


T^utiouslr, but thoroughly. In the na- 
tnre of things considerable time will be 
required to carry out his plans, but 
s broadly into the f stare it is safe 


to predict that his efforts will be crowned 
with success and that as a result there- 
of Cuba will be virtually an independ- 
nt republic under the protection of 
the United States. 


It now becomes pertinent to inquire 


what is there that Spain can do that 
will satisfy the United States and av'jfi 
the threatened intervention. I aij fcble 
to My, without fear of coutxodiction, 
that none of the schemes -jf "reform" 
in Cuba so ranch talked of in Madrid 
and by Dupny de l^me in Washington 
will Buffiee. Ther^pre£ideut will not be 
turned from Jjja coarse by any of these 
tricks. The president knows Spanish 
history r^nd the Spanish character. He 
know*. that every plan of "reform" BO 
far brought forward by Spain is iusin 
4«re, delusive, ineffective. Whenever 
Spain fears intervention she bobs up 
with some patent scheme for creation of 
a Cuban parliament and ether thimble 
rigging devices for convincing people 
that she intends at last to give Cuba a 
free and enlightened government. None 
of these devices will avert the crisis. 


The keynote to President McKinley's 


Cuban policy is that unless Spaiu her- 
self solves the problem the United 
States must be admitted as a factor in 
the settlement of the trouble. Our right 
to participate in the adjustment of the 
difficulty Judge Day will set forth in a 
note to Spain, to be carried to Madrid 
by Minister Woodford. 


Probably the president will wait a 


reasonable time for information as to 
the manner in which Madrid receives 
our suggestions. Before making a defi- 
nite proposal he will wish to know 
whether the Spanish are tractable or 
intractable. If they place themselves in 
an attitude of pride aud stubbornness, 
there will be but one course for the 
president to pursue. If, on the other 
hand, they show a willingness to meet 
the emergency in a proper spirit, the 
president will want to learn what it is 
they suggest before submitting definite 
proposals of bis own. 


The principle which controls the 


president in his approach to this most 
difficult and hazardous international 
problem ia n very simple one, and one 
which is animated by the true spirit of 
Americanism. It may be expressed as 
follows : 


1. Spain's active rule in Cuba is a 


failure and can never givo the people of 
that island or their near neighbors 
peace, security- and prosperity. 


2. The people of Cuba have a right 


to government cf their own choosing 
and creation. 


8. It is tho right and duty of the 


United States us a great and interested 
power, frieurily to both Spain and Cu- 
ba, to assist in bringing about a change 
which will be for tho best interests of 
all concerned. 


Tho practical tolutinu which the 


president h;is in mind is (.'niaiicipiitiou 
of Cnba from Spanish rule by establish- 
ment of complete and perfect. Iccal self 
government, under the joint protection 
of Spain and tho United States. In oth- 
OF vv'orus, Cuiituiiiiii uuumomy for Cubu. 
Spain will hold titular scvniciguty, but 
practically her sovereignty will be a 
mere thread, thinner than that which 
England holds over Canada. Cuba is to 
govern herself, have fnll control of her 
own arTturs, her imposts, revenues, ex- 
penditures and civil and military estab- 
lishments. The effect of this is obvious — 
nominally Spain retaining sovereignty; 
actually -the controlling and restraining 
power is thnt'of the United Stntcs.

About a year ago CbarltsH. Lam*on'» 
periments with his mammoth ainnip 


at Rig by park. Portland, Mi-, attracted 
general attention. This exploit was re- 
garded thru by Profesaor Eddy and other 
expert* as the most advanced scientific 
airship experiment attained up to that 
time. The experiments then xuado were 
with a dummy. Since that time Mr. 
Lamsoii baa been working steadily and 
recently, by a personal ascension on bis 
airship, demonstrated that he baa every 
reason to hope tbat before long be will 
attain with his invention phenomenal 
results in aerial navigation. 


On the occasion mentioned the most 


wonderful part of hia experiments was 
the steadiness of the ship while in mid- 
air, and this great feature of the Laoi- 
son ship was again made evident by the 
recent trials. Lamson asserted a year 
ago that ha would one day demonstrate 
the feasibility of his plan of aerial nav- 
igation, and wheii the latest trials were 
over the critics who watched them 
agreed that he had gone a long way to- 
ward making his claim good. 


At the last attempts which were 


made at FaJmoutb Foreside T<am»on as- 
cended to a height of nearly 10G feet on 
one of his airships. He went np easily 
and came down all right after spending 
time enough up aloft to look about him 
and fee,! thejtovej sensation of kiting 
through the air. Mr. A. Lawrence 
Roteb, founder and director of the Blue 
Hill Meteorological observatory, near 
Boston, went to Portland, accompanied 
by his two assistants, H. H. Clayton 
and §, P. Furguson, to spend the day 
with Lamson and test some of his newly 
constructed kites. The steamer was tak- 
en for Waite's Landing, where Gen- 
eral J. M. Brown had given the use of 
his big hayfields and barns near the 
shore. The day and wind were favorable, 
and many tests were made of the lifting 
capacity of the various forms of kitea to 
find those having the greatest efficiency 
for carrying the weight of self register- 
ing instruments into the upper atmos- 
phere. The visitors were pleased with 
the performance of two patterns and 
have ordered them for the use of the ob- 
servatory. Through Professor Langley, 
who is greatly interested in this work, 
the observatory has received an appro- 
priation from the Smithsonian institu- 
tion at Washington. They have now I 
several miles of fcteel piano wire and an 
engine or steam winch for winding it 
in, and they hope to s^nd up their in- 
struments to the unprecedented height 
of five miles, using one of Mr. Lam- 
eon's kites aa a leader. 


Later the same day the mammoth 


ship wa.« brought out and very success- 
fully launched. It was allowed to re- 
main np several hours. It was on this 
kite that Mr. Lnmson made the ascent. 
He was delighted -with the novel expe- 
rience and the easy motion of the kite, 
and while it was deemed advisable not 
to go higher Mr. Lurhson would have 
enjoyed a trip still nearer the clouds. 
Onlv three or four other moa h&vo gone 
up \\ ith kites, and some of them have 
been raised from the ground by tackle 
after the kite was sent up. In this case 
the rider starred from terra firma with 
the kite itself, naming along the ground 
as tbe kite was drawn forward to give 
it tbe, initial force. This kite may bo 
taken as a fair illustration of what the 
experts who taw the trial declared -will 
be "tbe coining aiishrp.—New York Sun.

What ho does question is 
whether the decimal system of com- 
puting other things is the perfect 
method th»t its French originators 
think it. 


At first thought it seems as if 


there conld be but one answer to 
that question, the advantages of tbe 
decimal system axe so patent. Yet 
so keen a thinker as Mr. Herbert 
Spencer does not hesitate to affirm 
that a quite different system of 
counting would be superior to this 
familiar one. 
He calls attention to 


the fact of 100 not being evenly di- 
visible by 3 as an obvious defect, 
and suggests that the number 60, 
which is evenly divisible by 3, 3, 4, 
S and 8, would be in some regards 
a more satisfactory standard. Lord 
Kelvin, however, upholds the deci- 
mal system. 


Of coarse every one understands 


that the decimal system has been 
almost universally employed by aH 
peoples who have elaborated any 
system of counting whatever, and 
that the reason for this is that man 
chances to be endowed with ten 
fingers and tea toes. Various ways 
in which primitive peoples name 
the numerals—as "a whole hand 
and one" for 6, "both hands and 
one toe" lor 11, "the whole" for 20. 
and the like—have afforded great 
interest to the ethnologist But 
while this mode of origin of the 
usual method of counting is perfect- 
ly understood, yet such is the power 
of custom that the average person 
will no doubt find it difficult to rid 
bis mind of the idea that the num- 
ber 10 differs inherently from ihe 
other numbers, and is peculiarly 
adapted to form the basis of mathe- 
matical systems, Mr. Spencer to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


In any event, when one reflects 


that the metrical system of com- 
puting weights, measures and dis- 
tances—which, whatever its defects, 
has obvious advantages over the 
aystema it was intended to supplant 
—has made such comparatively 
alight progress in a century, one 
need have little fear of being obliged 
to learn a new system of counting

will Lr required to fill a silo with whole 
corn or clover than to run it through 
tho cutter first, aud it is certain that 
more tiiue will be required to tatb the 
tillage out of the silo if put in whole. 
Great oire must be exercised in patting 
materials mto the silo whole to see that 
clcs« packing is secured about the sides 
and especially in the corners of the silo, 
if rc-ctaugular in shape. 


To insure tho best silage and the least 


loss of dry matter it is important that 
the silage should have a depth at the 
close of tilling of cot less than 34 feet, 
and 30 feet is better than 24 feet Where 
silage is to stand any length of time be- 
fore feeding begins it is important that 
its surface should be protected from the 
air. Green marsh hay cut makes an ex 
eelleiit cover. Oat chaff or a portion o: 
the silage itself may be converted into 
a cover. The first thing to do after the 
silo is filled is to see that its surface is 
tramped thoroughly and systematically 
every two or tbiee days for a period o 
at least ten days. If some material for 
cover cheaper titan the silage is to be 
used it should be put on at once am 
thoroughly wet with water at tho rate 
of 18 to 20 pounds per square foot of 
surface. If nothing is put on then, the 
silage itself should receive a similar 
wetting. 


The loss where water is used and no 


cover other than a layer of decayec 
silage has been found to be about I 
pounds per square foot of surface where 
the silo has stood 80 days and 
pounds where the silo has stood 180 
days before being opened. These state- 
ments of losses at the top will enable 
each one to judge for himself whether 
or not be can afford to provide a specia 
cover of some other material than the 
silage itwlf. 


The best corn silage and the sroallesi 


necessary loss occur when the silage is 
made from well matured and well ear- 
ed com, containing no less than 30 to 
35 per cent of dry matter. If the corn 
in so immature as to contain only 2 
per cent of dry matter, and especially 
if ife has few ears, the necessary losses 
will be much larger when preserved 
either as silage or aa corn fodder. For 
clover the results appear to indicate 
that 28 to 32 per cent of dry matter is 
better than a lower or higher degree, 
while for corn 30 to 83 per cent is bet- 
ter than either a higher or lower de- 
gree. Corn well matured and in good 
condition for shocking, but with leaves 
still green, is the proper stage for the 
silo, and clover in full bloom or a tri 
fle past and in good condition for hay, 
but not too dry, is the proper stage for 
this.

Alkali In Western 


In an instructive paper read by Pro- 


fessor Hilgard at a California farmers 
meeting and reported iu The Orange 
Judd Farmer it was shown that alkali 
is the result of disintegration of rocks 
and found only where rainfall is too lit- 
tle to carry it off in solution. The mors 
common salts are glanber's salt, com- 
mon halt and sal soda. The last named 
occasions tho principal injury by pir- 
dliug plants at the surface. Iu roaiicc 
tion with these salts are found others 
which are among tho most valuable ele 
meuts of fertility, mainly salts of pot 
ash and lime, and found m fur grcatei

These salts frequently appear on the 


surface only after irrigation. In such 
cases it will be found that they existed 
below tho surface and were carried in 
solution hy water nspd in irrigation auf! 
left on the s-crface by evaporation. A 
remedy is deep lullivaiiou, with thor- 
ough pulverization of the surface iu 
orchard cultivation, to reduce evapora 
tion to a minimum, or shading the 
ground with such crops a& alfalfa. Ths 
more important discoveries are that the 
Australian salr bush will thrive oil 
strong alkali lands and that thev have 
also produced laige yields und a flue 
quality of sugar boots.

The department of 
agriculture has no kuouK-dga 01 any 
successful Leal sugar factory of this 
kind. There is no country producing 
any notable qu.mtity of beet sugar in 
which homo apparatus costing only a 
few thousand dollars has any appreci- 
able influence on the outpat of sugar. 


The cost of building a first class beet 


tugar factory is much greater than is 
commonly supposed. From the mast 
reliable data at hand it may be stated 
that iu Europe the cost of erecting a 
factory, with the moat modern ma- 
chinery, of a capacity of at least 800 
tons of teets per day, is about |200,000. 
In this country it is probable that, owing 
to the increased cost of transportation 
and the higher price of labor, the cost 
of a similar factory would b« at least 
$250,000. In reply to numerous inqui- 
ries received for directions for making 
beet sugar with such appliances as a 
cider mill and sorghum molasses evap- 
orator might afford the department re- 
plies that it would not be right to en- 
courage the attempt to manufacture 
beet sugar in any such way. "Xor 
should the expectation be excited among 
our farmers that they will be able to 
make a crude article of sugar which 
they can dispose of to a central factory 
for refining purposes. It is best to 
recognize at the very first the great ex- 
pense which attends tbe erection of 
sugar factory and the necessity for its 
meeting every modem requirement. 
Beec growing and beet sugar manufac- 
ture are two distinct industries, but 
with common aims and interests. ' ' 


The co-operative sugar factory in 


which the farnier growing the beets 
holds A part of the stock realizes tho 
desired end, but, to quote from a farm 
era' bulletin issued from the depart- 
ment, "the industry of growing beets is 
not yet sufficiently advanced in the 
United States to render possible any 
definite outline of the best plan of se- 
curing co-operation between tho fanner 
and the capitalist As long as the pro- 
prietors of the factory and the farmers 
growing the beets are satisfied with the 
contracts which they make, there is no 
urgent necessity of the establUhment 
of co-operative enterprises. When the 
number of beet sugar factories in this 
country, however begins to reach the 
hundreds, favorable opportunities of 
co-operative establishments will be pre- 
sented. "

Box For Bee*. 


A contributor to The American Agri 


culturist says that every beekeeper 
ought to have a swarming box, and 
gives these reasons why: It is not only 
convenient in hiving bees, but it saves 
cutting and mutilating fruit trees and 
Other shrubbery upon which bees are 
liable to cluster. Make of some light 
material 10 or 12 inches square or lon- 
ger one way than the other and close 
one end. Put a hole through the center 
and attach a handle some 10 feet long. 
With au inch bit fill with holes, so ap 
to }pve the baes ventilation. This is im- 
portant when swarming, for they can- 
noc stand close confinement if filled 
with honey, as they aro at that time. 
After the fwarni settles push the box 
up ibto tho cluster of bees, and they 
will go in readily aud may be carried 
to tlie hivo and treated in the usual 
way. They may be left in the swarm- 
ing bos for a short time, but swarms 
should alv» ays be hived as soon as pos- 
sible after issuing. These boxes«iiay be 
used, for catching or arre.-tuig swarms 
by placing a cage containing a queen 


ud some Dees in tiiem. This will at- 


tract tho attention of the swarm, and of- 
tentimes they will ulight ou it. Where 
liugo uiimlMS of beet, are kept tliesei 
boxes are very handy, and a number of 
them may be <m haud to accommodate 
swarms that ectuo out at or near ihe 
same time, as in ibi< case they are ha- 
blo to cluster together, and with ths 
USB of hucli conveniences they may be 
cept separate..

The phmt, ho says, is a wildwnod tlow 
or, growing to n height of a foot. I' 
bears from two to four flowers, of i 
blue enlnr, nt»d in shapti much like tin 
bowl of a clay pipe, but a little larger 
As the flower expands thn insect, whic! 
is the fruit of tho plant, brains tu form 
anrt with the falling of the petals i 
full grown."

THE USES OF BACTERIA. 


The Delicate Flavor or Batter and Cbeeso 


Owing to Them. 


An American scientist, Professor 


Conn of Wesleyan university, Middle- 
town, Conn., and Simon C. Keith of 
Boston are demonstrating by experi- 
ments that bacteria serve a useful pur- 
pose in nature and contribute as much 
to onn's pleasure as to one's discomfort 
The outcome of their investigations is 
that it is to the development of bacteria 
in milk that the delicate flavor of but- 
ter and cheese is due, and tbat the rea 
eon some kinds of butter and cheese 
have better flavors than others is tbat 
different species of bacteria have been 
developed. They have succeeded in iso 
lating these different species. 


In 1891 Professor Vilhelm Storch of 


Copenhagen succeeded in isolating cer- 
tain acid bacteria from ripened cream 
and was able to cultivate and utilize 
them in the creameries for accomplish- 
ing an artificial ripening in the cream 
and consequent fermentation, in order 
that a more uniform and better flavor- 
ed butter might be produced. 


But it was not uutil two years ago, 


when Professor Conn discovered a germ 
for the ripeniug of cream which was 
radically different from any heretofore 
used, tbat tho subject began to bo stud- 
ied in this country with tbe view of de- 
veloping its commercial possibilities. 
Siuce then a laboratory has been fittec 
up in Boston by Orriu Douglass for the 
separation, cultivation aud investiga 
ticn of bacteria from a coruruercia 
standpoint. Mr. Douglass has associatec 
with him Mr. Keith, who is a graduat. 
of tho Institute of Technology. — Ex 
chauge.

The material to be 
uaed in thl* improvement 1*: Brick 
for Main street: brick for Harrison 
avenue, brick for Market street from 
the M.uare to Klzabeth street, and 
asphalt from that point to Cole 
street. 


The property owner* on Harrison 


avenue have, in the majority of eaaes, 
put In their sewer connections, and the 
nub connections have been pet in by 
the water works and gas people, and on 
Main *treet a number of connection* 
have been made. But on Market 
street there i* only a very small per 
eentage of the sewer, water or gas 
connection* made. 


One of the advantage* claimed for 


brick a* a paving material is that it 
can be taken up and relaid la the 
event of it* settling in spots from 
any cause. II la therefore not so 
great an objection on the street* 
which the council contemplate* pav- 
ing with briek that the water, gas 
and sewer connection* be 
made 


only a month or two preceding the 
laying of the brick. If the theory of 
the advocates of brick paving be good 
it will be an easy matter to restore 
the even surface of the street* after 
the dirt in newly made trenches set- 
tle* and cause* depressions in tne 
streets. But with asphalt it becomes 
altogether a different matter. It is 
put down in a more permanent man- 
ner, and if the substructure give* 
away and a depression ensue* it is 
expensive to repair, and the street 
always remains a patched job. The 
settling of dirt in trenches not prop- ] 
erly tamped—and very few of them 
are—will pragma slowly after the 
concrete and asphaltum are put upon 
the surface, and the five years' guar- 
antee, during which period the a*- 
>balt people agree to keep the street 
in repair, may have pawed before the 
slow percolation of the water will 
have caused the loose dirt in the bot- 
tom of deep sewer trenches to settle 
and let the surface ot the street pav- 
ing go down. 
If asphalt is laid 


upon Market street thia season, with 
lundreds of tranche* yet to be 
dug, 
the

The sewer on Market street from 


Metcalf to Baxter must be taken up 
and relaid. No man ever knew the 
dirt in a public sewer in Lima to be 
entirely replaced and tamped into it a 
trench from which it was taken and 
unlew that is done there will be a 
depression measured by the amount 
ef earth left out of the trench. 
There are hundreds of connections 
yet 
to 
be made to 
a sewer 


from ten to twelve feet deep. Unless 
the dirt is tamped in from the bot- 
tom up and all the earth taken out 
is replaced there will be a settling 
which will work to the detriment of 
the street. 


The city council would be acting 


wisely and well and would be con- 
sulting the Interest and welfare of 
the city 
if they would build the 


sewer 
on 
Market street 
and 


compel all 
sewer, water and gas 


connections 
to be made at once 


and let them settle until next -sea- 
son instead of covering up these loose 
trenches with an expensive paving 
only to work expense and trouble in 
a few years. Do the preliminary 
work now and defer the paving 
until one winter has passed with 
abundant rainfall to iiiioroughiy set- 
tle the earth into the various trench- 
es. A large amount of money is in- 
volved in this contemplated improve- 
ment and there should be no undue 
haste allowed which would work to 
the detriment of the street and add 
to the tax burden of the people for 
repairs, for that is an expense item 
for which there is no adequate equiv- 
alent.

FOR TWELVE YEARS 


' 'Squire" Hawk Is Sentenced to 


the Penitentiary. 


HE APPEASED UNAFFECTED 


Wbll. Judc* KlchU. Spoke of Him Amtul 


Crtnin—Uefciucaf Intaiuty frevenu 


a Verdict of Muntor In th« 
tint Degree. 


Clinton Hawk, who murdered his 


father, and who was indicted on tb« 
charge ot murder in the first degree 
and found guilty ot manslaughter, 
was sentenced to serve twelve years 
In the Ohio penitentiary, no time of 
which, however, shall be solitary con 
nnement. 


At half-past & this moraiug the 


judge ordered the prisoner to be 
brought into the court room to re- 
ceive sentence. It was not very 
generally known that sentence would 
be Imposed this morning, and conse- 
quently there were not many people 
in the court room when deputy sner- 
iff Doit Fisher brought the young 
man before the court. The report 
became circulated that Hawk was 
being sentenced, and before 
the 


judge had completed his remarks the 
crowd bad considerably increased. 


The prisoner, as he wa* brought 


into the court room, appeared the 
same as he did during the course of 
the trial. He seemed unconcerned, 
and during the time the judge spoke 
kept his eye f ceased on a single spot 
on the floor. Not once did his ex- 
pression change, and when the sen- 
tence was pronounced not a muscle 
moved. 
His face bore a natural 


color, 
and neither 
flushed 
nor 


>aled during the anxious moment* 
ihat the judge occupied in comment- 
ng on the awful crime which had 
been committed. The judge inform- 
ed him that he may retain hi* seat 
during the sentence and he sat be- 
ide bis attorneys, Messrs. Leland 
and Eoby. He was neatly dressed in 
a dark coat and vest and brown 
rouser*. He was cleanly shaven and 
did not have the appearance of a 
srimlnai. When Judge Richie asked 
f the prisoner had anything to aay 
rhy sentence should not be pro- 


nounced, Mr. Leland answered "Your 
honor we have not." 
The attorney* 


made no motion for a new trial no 
doubt believing that the prisoner 
had been treated as leniently with 
the jury that bad tried him *s be 
could be with any other that could 
be found. Judge Blchie then pro- 
nounced the sentenca. 
His remarks 


were well chosen, and his opinion of 
such crimes was such as should be 
held by all who believe in the sanc- 
tity of law, the preservation of peace 
and the betterment of society. 


He spoke as follows: 
"The crime of which.you are charged 
ras the crime of murder in the first 
degree. The case was tried to a jury 
upon the facts as introduced by the 
itate and upon the plea of insanity as 
nterposed on your behalf by your 
counsel. The jury after a delibera- 
tion of forty-eight hours returned a 
verdict ot guilty ot manslaughter. I 
am informed by members of the jury 
that it was the defense of Insanity 
which prevented the jury from re- 
turning a verdict of guilty as charged 
in the indictment. It was fortunate 
for yon that the defense was made on 
the line it was and that it was made 
in the manner in which it was. 
The facts surrounding the kill- 
ing as given by the testimony 
are practically indisputable. If the 
jury bad found a verdict of killing in 
the first degree the court could not 
have conscientiously disturbed that 
verdict. 
Whan the court has a 


charge under duty it must be gov- 
erned by the law. As the jury re- 
turned a verdict of manslaughter, 
the court feels inclined to accept that 
verdict. 
According to the informa- 


tion re calved from the jurors, the 
verdict was a compromise. Some of 
the jurymen believed in the truth of 
the plea of Insanity. In some respects 
that was true. One physician's tes- 
timony was to the effect that when 
murder was. committed it was Cone 
under a state of temporary insanity. 
The defense came short of making an 
insane plea. 


The preparations of the defendant 


to kill his father were; absolutely 
consistent with the deliberations fol- 
lowing the crime. 
His going to 


the place where the father was and 
hi* inquiries about the character of 
the house. The expressions on the 
defendant's face that evening were 
consistent with his deliberation to 
kill his iiiiiiier. Your statement to 
Sage that «ou were not after him, 
iiiie Ouuiueae Of inakiug yuur way to 
the police suatlon and the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the killing 
indicate conclusively that there was 
a great deal of deliberation. 
One 


fact suggests this and is supported by 
the testimony of one witness who 
testified 
that you once said you 


thought 
you 
were going crazy. 


Probably the thought of the murder- 
ing of your father and the contem- 
plated pleas of insanity caused you to 
make such a statement. 


Acting upon my own judgment I 


feel like Imposing the maximum sen- 
tence provided by the law. The case 
wa* tried by twelve men and by their 
verdict the judgment ot the court will 
be ruled. 


Ths li.it allows a range of from one 


to twenty years. There is a strong 
feeling of sympathy in the com 
munlty because your father went, 
to a house of ill fame, and for doing 
this von bad an excuse to_ kill him.

one of conslderablo importance. 
It 


is none other than that Mr. Brlce 
has been, or is, negotiating for the 
purchase of the Pittsburg & Western 
road. It i* further alleged that if he 
falls to get control of that road be is 
prepared to extend the Northern 
Ohio, formerly the Plttiburg, Akron 
& Western, to Pittsburg at once." 


There is a new Brlce rumor about 


once every six weeks, hence most 
people have become a little skeptical 
when a new Brlee railroad deal is 
dished up, and in this case a Pitts- 
burg paper says it is practically ab- 
surd to proclaim the Unking of the 
Pittsburg & Western and Brlee lines, 
as the former is In the hands of a re- 
ceiver, and It could not be sold with- 
out ample notice and a public sale to 
the highest bidder.

reopened for Brice's Ohio system. 


In the meantime it appears to be a 


fact that the company recently char- 
tered in Michigan is practically a re- 
organization of the Cincinnati, Jack, 
son & Mackinaw, and that the Ohio 
division will be reorganized under 
mother name. It is rumored that 
the Michigan division will be pur- 
chased by the Detroit & Lima North- 
ern and (hat the name will be Toledo 
& Milwaukee. As has been previous- 
y stated in the TIMES DEMOCRAT, 
ihe officers are: C. S. Brlce, presi- 
dent; Gen. Samuel Thomas, vice pres- 
dent; C. R. Leland. treasurer, who, 
with Frank M. Drake, of Toledo:
